yields have been

certain sections of the state have suf­ 
fered from insect damage.

fact, 
during the past fifteen or twenty years 
there has been insect damage in cot­ 
ton somewhere in Texas during each 
year legardless of how dry the season 
might have been in other parts of the 
state. And. in this connection, it may 
be stated that unexpectedly low and 
disappointing yields have been made 
in some areas where tin* fertility of 
the soil and m oisture conditions were 
such as to p r o d u c e larger plants than 
usual, especially in west and north­ 
west Texas. 
For a number of years government 
pregram s in one form or another have 
been operated and some are still be­ 
ing conducted for the purpose of regu­ 
lating acreage, conserving
